Landlord and Tenant in Ireland, and to provide compensation 
to Tenants for improvements effected by them ; 25(5 it therefore 
CEnactetl, by The QUEEN’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
5 the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 

Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of 2 

the same, THAT from and after the commencement of this Act, where Agreement as 
any agreement in writing, according to the form in the Schedule (C.) mentfdepo- 
to this Act annexed, has been or shall be entered into between any cierkof the 
i o landlord and tenant relative to the improvement of any land in Ireland, Peace - 
it shall and may be lawful for any party to such agreement, or any 
person claiming under such party, to deposit, or cause to be deposited, 
with the Clerk of the Peace for the county within which such lands 
are situate, the said agreement, together with a declaration in writing 
15 verifying the due execution thereof ; and such Clerk of the Peace shall 
cause such agreement and declaration to be kept among the records 
of the county, and such Clerk of the Peace shall cause a register, Register of 
with proper references and index, to be made and kept of all such deposited, 
agreements, and also of all notices, awards, certificates, or other 
documents deposited with him under this Act. 
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And be it Enacted, That in. case any such voluntary agreement 
shall have been entered into between any landlord and tenant, which 
landlord shall be tenant for life or for any other limited interest in 
the lands to which such agreement shall refer, it shall and may be 
lawful for such landlord and tenant to serve a notice on the 5 
Inspector of Improvements to attend on the lands intended to be 
improved, and to submit to him such voluntary agreement, and he shall 
examine the same, and decide whether the proposed improvements 
will be beneficial to the estate, and whether the sum to be expended 
is a just and reasonable sum, and if he approve, he shall sign a certifi- 10 
cate to that effect, according to the form in the Schedule (C.) to this 
Act annexed ; and when such proposed improvements shall have been 
executed, the said landlord and tenant, or some person on their behalf, 
shall serve notice on the Inspector of Improvements to attend and 
examine as to the due execution of such voluntary improvements, and 15 
if he shall find that such improvements have been executed pursuant 
to such voluntary agreement, he shall sign a certificate to that effect, 
according to the form in the Schedule (C.) to this Act annexed, and 
thereupon such Inspector of Improvements shall transmit such agree- 
ment or declaration, verifying the due execution thereof, together with 20 
such certificates granted by him, to the Clerk of the Peace to be 
registered ; and upon the registering thereof, such voluntary agree- 
ment shall be of the same force and effect, and shall bind the 
persons entitled to said lands in remainder or reversion to all intents 
and purposes, and the value of such improvements shall be a charge 25 
upon such, lands, and be recoverable in the like manner as if the 
improvements executed under such voluntary agreement had been 
improvements made under the several provisions of this Act. 

And be it Enacted, That from and after the commencement of this 
Act, it shall and maybe lawful for any person who shall hold any land in 30 
Ireland, valued under the valuation in force for the time being under 
the Acts for the more effectual Relief of the Destitute Poor in Ireland 
as of a net annual value exceeding Ten Pounds, either under any 
lease or agreement not containing- any specific provision as to the 
several improvements hereinafter mentioned respectively and pro- 35 
posed to be executed under the provisions of this Act, and under 
which a period of Seven Years at the least of the interest thereby 
granted shall be unexpired, or One life shall be subsisting, or as 
tenant from year to year, and who, in the case of a tenant from year to 
year, shall not have been served with a notice to quit, then pending, 40 
and who in any such cases as aforesaid shall not owe more than One 
year’s rent at the time of serving such notice, and who shall be 
desirous of improving such land, or any part thereof, by the erection 
of any new dwelling-house, or other buildings for agricultural purposes 

suitable 
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suitable to the said land, or by the rebuilding, enlarging or repairing 
any such buildings already erected and built thereon, or the making 
of any new boundary fences thereon, or by reclaiming waste land, or 
by draining, or thorough-draining, or subsoiling, by trenching or 
5 otherwise, or by irrigation or warping of land, or by embanking land 

from the sea or tidal waters, or from rivers, or by clearing land of 
rocks or stones, to serve a notice according to the form (No, 1 ) in 
the Schedule (A.) to this Act annexed, or as near thereto as circum- 
stances will admit, upon his immediate landlord, or, if such imme- 
10 diate landlord shall not be seised of or entitled to the said lands 

for an estate, term or interest greater than for a term of One life 
or Seven years then subsisting, then also upon the next superior 
landlord having such greater estate or interest as last aforesaid, 
or upon the known agent or receiver of any such landlord respectively, 
15 specifying in such notice the nature of the proposed improvements, 
not being improvements specifically provided for by such lease or 
agreement, the estimated expense thereof, and the time within which 
the same are to be completed, and nominating some indifferent person 
to act as an arbitrator on the part of him, the said tenant, and 
20 requiring such landlord, having such greater estate or interest as last 
aforesaid, within Twenty-one Days from the service thereof, to nomi- 
nate some other indifferent person to act as an arbitrator on his part : 
Provided always, That when there shall be any dwelling-house upon 
such land at the time of the service of such notice, the building of an 
25 additional dwelling-house thereon shall not be deemed an improvement 
within the meaning of this Act, unless the same shall have been built 
with the consent in writing of the landlord thereof. 

And oe it Enacted, That in case any landlord having such greater 
estate or interest as last aforesaid, and being served with ' such notice 
30 of contemplated improvements as aforesaid, shall not, within the said 
period of Twenty-one Days after the service thereof upon him or his 
known agent or receiver, by a notice in writing served upon such 
tenant, duly nominate some other indifferent person to act as an 
arbitrator on his behalf, or shall nominate some person to act as an arbi- 
35 trator on his behalf, who shall not, within Ten Days, signify his inten- 
tion to act in said arbitration, it shall and may be lawful for the tenant 
who served such notice as aforesaid, by a summons duly issued and 
served for such purpose, to require such landlord, or his agent, to 
attend before the Justices assembled at petty sessions for the district 
40 within which the said lands are situate, and to show cause why an 
arbitrator should not be appointed by the said Justices to act for him 
in such reference ; and in case he shall not appear, or appearing shall 
refuse to appoint an arbitrator, it shall he lawful for the said Justices, 
and they are hereby required to appoint some indifferent person to

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act for and on behalf of such landlord in such reference, unless it shall 
appear to them that the person requiring such appointment is not a 
tenant within the meaning of this Act. 

And be it Enacted, That the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief 
Governor or Governors of Ireland, shall from time to time appoint a 5 
Board of Three Commissioners, to act without salary or emolument, 
who shall from time to time examine into and certify the qualifications 
of all persons desirous to act as Inspectors of Improvements under 
this Act; and such Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or 
Governors, shall appoint from time to time, out of the persons so cer- 10 
tilled, one Inspector of Improvements, to act for such’ district or dis- 
tricts as to such Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors 
shall seem fit. 

And be it Enacted, That any such Inspectors of Improvements 
may be at any time suspended or dismissed at the pleasure of 15 
the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ire- 
land ; and in such case. and {on every other vacancy, however occa- 
sioned, the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors 
of Ireland, shall forthwith appoint a successor from and out of the 
persons who shall be from time to time certified to be qualified as 20 
aforesaid. 



Preliminary And be it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for the arbi- 
proposed Si. trators so appointed as aforesaid, to enter, inspect and examine the 

provements. lands whereon such improvements are proposed to be made, and any 

buildings thereon, and to ascertain their then condition ; and also 25 
to inquire into and ascertain the nature and particulars of the im- 
provements proposed to be made thereon, ami the suitableness of 
the same to the farm and premises whereon they are proposed to 
be made, the probable expense of such improvements, the time within 
which the same may reasonably be completed, the term or interest 30 
which the tenant then has in the said lands, the rent payable by him 
for the same, and the probable effect of the proposed improvements 
upon the letting value of the said lands, and the additional rent, if any, 
not exceeding Five Pounds per centum per annum on the outlay for 
buildings, which should be paid by the tenant if such improvements 33 
on buildings be made by the landlord, or at his expense, and, after 
such examination and inquiries as aforesaid, to determine and state in 
writing, signed by them, their approval of the said proposed improve- 
ments, in the whole or in part, or of any modification of the same, 
or their disapproval thereof ; and in case of any such approval, they 40 
shall mate an award in writing signed by them, according to the 
form (No. 2 ) in the Schedule (A.) to this Act annexed, or as near thereto 

as 
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as the circumstances of the case will admit, stating the judgment 
which they shall have formed upon such several particulars ; and also 
stating the name or names of any superior landlord or landlords who 
ought to be bound by the said award. 

5 And be it Enacted, That in the event of any disagreement between 
the said Arbitrators, or if they shall not within Twenty-one Days 
after their appointment make their award, it shall be lawful for either 
of the parties to such reference to serve upon the Inspector of Im- 
provements for such district, a notice of such disagreement or neglect, 

3 0 requiring him on some day to be by him appointed, to attend upon 
the matter of such reference on the lands upon which such improve- 
ments are proposed to be made, or at some place contiguous thereto, 
of which time and place he shall give Seven Days’ notice to the 
parties to such reference, and at the time and place so appointed, 
such Inspector of Improvements shall inquire into the matter of such 
reference as aforesaid, and shall proceed in like manner and with like 
powers and authorities as hereinbefore provided as to such arbitrators ; 
and such Inspector shall make his award thereupon in like manner and 
form as hereinbefore directed in regard to the arbitrators Provided 
20 always, That in case such Inspector be not able to attend at the time 
and place so appointed, it shall be lawful for him, on or before the 
day so fixed, to postpone the time of meeting, and to give One Day’s 
notice at the least of such subsequent day by him appointed, to the 
parties interested, or to issue a new notice of meeting. 

25 And be it Enacted, That the said arbitrators or inspector, as the case 
may be, who shall have made such award, shall execute a duplicate of 
the same, signed by them or him, and deliver such duplicate to the 
tenant proposing to make the improvements, and shall within Ten 
Days afterwards deposit the said award with the Clerk of the Peace 
30 for the county within which such lands are situate ; and the said Clerk 
of the Peace shall, immediately upon the receipt thereof, file the same in 
some convenient place among the records of the county. 

And be it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for any tenant 
in whose favour any such award shall have been made, and he is 
35 hereby required, within T wenty-one Days from the signing of such 
award, to serve a copy thereof upon his immediate landlord and any 
superior landlord or landlords mentioned in such award, and to be 
bound or affected thereby, or upon the known agent or receiver of 
such landlord or landlords ; and such tenant shall make a declaration 
verifying the service of a copy of such award before the Justices 
at petty sessions acting for the district, whose clerk shall forward the

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same to the Clerk of the Peace for the county within which the lands 
are situate ; and such Clerk of the Peace shall, immediately upon 
receipt thereof, cause the said declaration to be annexed or affixed to 
the said award so deposited with him as aforesaid, and to be kept 
with it among the records of the said county.

Appeal by And be it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for such 
landlord. superior landlord, not having been a party to the original arbitration, 
upon whom, or upon whose known agent or receiver such copy of an 
award shall have been served as aforesaid, at any time within Twenty- 
one Days after such service, to serve notice upon the parties to such 10 
reference, of an appeal against the award of the said arbitrators or 
inspector, to the Assistant Barrister for the county or riding within 
which such lands are situate, and accordingly to appeal to such 
Assistant Barrister at the quarter sessions which shall be held next 
after the expiration of Thirty Days from the service of such copy of 1 5 
the award as aforesaid for said county or riding, as the case may be, 
giving to all parties sought to be affected by such award, or their known 
agents or receivers, Six Days’ notice thereof before the first day of such 
quarter sessions ; and thereupon it shall and may be lawful for such 
Assistant Barrister, in case the award shall have been made by the 20 
arbitrators only, to inquire into the nature and suitableness of such 
contemplated improvements, the cost thereof, the probable effects 
thereof upon the letting value of the land whereon such improvements 
are proposed to be made, and the nature and extent of the interest 
therein ot the tenant, and of the immediate and superior landlord 25 
respectively, and the several other particulars to be inquired into by 
the arbitrators, and either to disallow the said improvements, and annul 
the said award, or to confirm or alter the said award by varying the 
nature or extent of the contemplated improvements, or reducing the 
cost thereof, or to declare that the superior landlords, or any or either 30 
of them, should not be bound or affected thereby, according as the 
justice of the case shall seem to him to require ; but in case the award 
shall have been made to which the Inspector of Improvements shall 
have been a party signing the same, then it shall be lawful for 
such Assistant Barrister to inquire into the nature and extent of 35 
the interest of the tenant of said land, and of the immediate and 
superior landlord respectively, and to declare that the superior land- 
lords, or any or either of them, should or should not be bound or 
affected by the said award ; and the decision of the said Assistant 
Barrister thereon shall be final and conclusive, and shall be indorsed on 40 
the said award.

Sgtch And be it; Enacted > That * shall be lawful for any landlord who 
notice may, shall have been served with any such notice of intended improvements 

as 
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as aforesaid, and who shall have such greater estate or interest than 
for a term of One life or Seven years as aforesaid, within Twenty-one 
Days after the notice of any such award as aforesaid, or within Ten 
Days after the decision of the Assistant Barrister, on an appeal there- 
5 from, if such appeal shall be brought, and the award be wholly or in 
part confirmed upon such appeal, to serve upon such tenant a notice 
in writing, signed by him, in the Form (No. 3 ) in the Schedule (A.) to 
this Act annexed, or as near thereto as the circumstances of the case 
will admit, stating that such landlord will execute himself, and at his 
10 own expense, the improvements stated in such award or decision of 
the Assistant Barrister, as the case may be, relating to buildings, on 
the terms of receiving from such tenant such additional rent as shall 
have been ascertained by the arbitrators or inspector, or by the 
Assistant Barrister, in such award or decision as aforesaid, or such 
15 other rent as may be stated in the certificate next hereinafter mentioned, 
not exceeding in any case the rate of Five Pounds per centum per 
annum on the outlay on such improvements ; and thereupon it shall 
be lawful for the said landlord to proceed with and execute the said 
improvements relating to such buildings, as stated in such award or 
20 decision of the Assistant Barrister, as the case may be, and from and 
after the execution of the said improvements, to be certified as herein- 
after mentioned, such landlord, and the parties becoming entitled to 
his estate, shall be entitled to such additional rent as aforesaid, or such 
other rent as may be ascertained in the certificate next hereinafter 
25 mentioned, not exceeding the rate aforesaid ; and the same shall be 
recoverable by such landlord, or by the parties entitled thereto, in like 
manner and with the like remedies for the recovery thereof as the 
former rent, and as if it were part of the same; and the first half- 
vearly gale of such additional rent shall be due on the gale-day of the 
30 former rent which shall first happen after the execution of the said 
improvements, and the certificate thereof, as hereinafter mentioned. 

And be it Enacted, That during the making of any improvements, 
any landlord to be bound by the award as aforesaid, or his or their 
35 known agents, or any person or persons authorized in writing by him 
or them, shall be at liberty to enter, at reasonable times, upon the said 
lands to inspect the making of any such improvements, and the land- 
lord or person making such building improvements, his agents or 
workmen, shall be at liberty to enter on such lands, and do all acts 
40 thereon necessary for the due and effectual carrying on all works neces- 
sary and proper for the completion of such improvements : and any 
person acting in execution of this Act, duly authorized, may enter upon 
any such lands or buildings thereon for the purpose of making any 
inquiry or obtaining any information which shall in anywise be neces- 
sary or material, in connexion with this Act, in reference to making 
459. a 4 suc b 
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such improvements on such lands or buildings ; and the fact of the 
person making such entry being so authorized as aforesaid, shall be a 
defence to any action or other proceeding against him for such entry, 
unless it be shown that he entered for a purpose not authorized by 
this Act. 



And be it Enacted, That from and immediately after the expiration 
of the time allowed for appealing against the award relative to such 
: contemplated improvements as aforesaid, in case the same is not 
appealed from, and from and immediately after the decision of the 
appeal, where such appeal shall be brought, and the decision thereon 10 
shall be in favour of the making of such improvements, or any of them, 
and where the landlord hereinbefore declared entitled so to do, shall 
not have undertaken as aforesaid to execute the improvements, it shall 
and may be lawful for such tenant to execute and complete the same ; 
and when and as soon as the same shall be completed, whether by the 15 
landlord, who may have undertaken the same as aforesaid, or by the 
tenant, the party who shall have executed such improvements shall 
apply to the inspector of the district for the time being, for a certificate 
of his having completed the same, giving to the other party or his agent 
Ten Days’ previous notice of such application ; and thereupon it shall 20 
and may be lawful for the said inspector to inspect and examine 
the same, and to give to such tenant or landlord, as the case may 
be, a certificate in writing, signed by him, stating that the said 
tenant or landlord has, in his judgment, executed and completed such 
contemplated improvements, according to the spirit and meaning of 25 
the original, altered or confirmed award, and stating his valuation of 
the cost thereof, not exceeding the estimate contained in the said 
award, and to what extent (if any), and to what amount in value the 
party making the improvements has failed to comply with the terms of 
such original, altered or confirmed award, and the amount to which 30 
the person executing such improvements is in his opinion entitled 
accordingly, and what deduction (if any), should be made from the ad- 
ditional rent, as specified in the said award, in respect of such improve- 
ments, in cases where building improvements shall have been made by 
the landlord, or at his expense ; and such tenant or landlord shall 3- 
deposit such certificate, with a declaration in writing verifying the due 
execution thereof, with the Clerk of the Peace for the county ; and 
such Clerk of the Peace shall, immediately upon receipt thereof, cause 
the same to be affixed or annexed to the award, and kept therewith 
among the records of the county. 

And be it Enacted, That in case of the eviction or other determi- 
nation of the estate or interest in such premises of any tenant making 
such improvements thereon as aforesaid, whilst the same are in pro- 
gress, 
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gress, and before the expiration of the time fixed in the award for the 
completion thereof, such tenant, or his personal representative after 
his death, may, by a notice served upon the landlord who shall there- 
upon become entitled to the possession of such premises, his known 
5 agent or receiver, require that the expenditure theretofore made upon 
such improvements shall be ascertained by the inspector of improve- 
ments, and the inspector shall proceed to inquire into such improve- 
ments, and the sums expended in making the same, and the value of 
the labour and materials employed therein, and, to enable him to make 
10 an award, may call for such vouchers as he may think proper, and 
make or cause to be made any survey or admeasurements, and examine 
any parties ; and, having completed such inquiries, he shall make an 
award, and therein shall state whether any, and if any, what sum 
ought to be allowed for such improvements to the tenant who shall 
15 have made the same, his executors or administrators ; and such award 
shall distinguish the sum or sums to be allowed for each class of im- 
provements respectively, and in cases of eviction shall state whether 
such eviction has in fact taken place, and when the same took place, 
and in case of any other determination of the tenancy, shall state 
20 how and when the same took place; and in case it shall appear that 
there has been unreasonable delay in making any such improvements, 
or in case any improvements shall not have been made in the 
manner required by such preliminary award as aforesaid, he shall 
state in such award that on that account a smalier allowance ought 
25 to be made for any such improvements, and the deduction to be 
made accordingly ; and any such award may be registered in the 
office of the'Clerk of the Peace, as hereinafter provided ; and any sum 
’ payable to the tenant or his representative under such award shall be 
recoverable in like manner as hereinafter provided, relating to the 
30 recovery of compensation. 

And be it Enacted, That any landlord who shall have been served 
as aforesaid with any such award as aforesaid, and who shall not have 
been declared by the decree of the Assistant Barrister unaffected 
thereby, and any landlord who shall be or become entitled to the 
35 reversion in the lands whereon such improvements were effected, and 
who shall, within the space of Twenty-one Years from the date of the 
original, altered or confirmed award, become entitled to the possession 
of the lands whereon the same were made, by the dropping of a life 
or lives, or by effluxion of time, or by the service upon the tenant or 
40 his representative of a notice to quit, shall, before taking possession, 
or bringing any ejectment on the title to recover the possession of the 
said lands, or any part thereof; and, in case of such notice to quit at 
the time of serving such notice, serve upon the tenant who executed 
the said improvements, or upon the person in whom such tenant’s

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interest shall then be vested, a notice nominating some indifferent person 
to act as an arbitrator on his behalf, in estimating the amount of 
compensation for such improvements, and requiring the tenant, or the 
person in whom such tenant’s interest may then be vested, within 
Twenty-one Days after the service thereof, to nominate some other 
indifferent person to act as arbitrator on his behalf, in estimating the 
amount of such compensation : Provided always, That nothing herein 
contained shall be deemed or construed to restrain the right of any 
landlord, having served such notice as last aforesaid for the appoint- 
ment of an arbitrator, to proceed to recover the possession of such 
lands. 

And be it Enacted, That if the tenant or person upon whom such 
notice as last aforesaid shall have been served, shall not, within 
Twenty-one Days after the service thereof, nominate some other indif- 
ferent person to act as an arbitrator for him pursuant to the said 
notice, or shall nominate some person who shall not, within Ten 
Days, signify his intention to act in said arbitration, it shall and may 
be lawful for the landlord, by or on behalf of whom the same was 
served, by a summons duly issued and served for that puipose, to 
require such tenant or person to appear before the Justices assembled 
at petty sessions for the district within which such lands are situate, 
and to show cause why an arbitrator should not be nominated by such 
Justices, to act for him in the said reference, and in case he shall not 
appear, or appearing, shall refuse to appoint an arbitrator, it shall and 
maybe lawful for the said Justices, and they are hereby required to 
appoint some indifferent person to act as an arbitrator in the matter 
of such reference, on behalf of such tenant or person. 

And be it Enacted, That the arbitrators so appointed as aforesaid, 
or in case of their not agreeing in their award, as next hereinafter 
mentioned within Fourteen Days from their appointment, then the 
inspector of improvements for such district, upon like notice to be 
given to and by him as hereinbefore provided in the case of proposed 
improvements, shall, with all convenient speed, enter upon, inspect and 
examine the said lands, and the buildings (if any) erected thereon, in 
pursuance of such award as aforesaid, and shall by examination of 
witnesses, in case they or he shall think the same necessary, inquire 
into, investigate and ascertain, according to the best of their or his skill 
and judgment, the amount of compensation, not exceeding the amount 
specified in that behalf in the certificate relating thereto which such 
tenant, or the person in whom his interest is vested, is entitled to receive 
and be paid for such improvements, upon the principle that any such 
claim for compensation shall be deemed to be satisfied after a period

25 signed by them or him, and shall be final and conclusive upon the 
parties to such reference ; and after the execution thereof, the landlord, 
being bound by the original award, or any person deriving under him, 
who may be in the possession or entitled to the possession of the

such court shall think proper, for the occupation, of the said premises, 
40 from the lime up to which the said arbitrators in their said award cal- 
culated the rent or rent- charge as aforesaid for the occupation of the 
said premises, to be paid to the said landlord out of the money so 
awarded for compensation for improvements as aforesaid; and the 
residue thereof, if any, to be paid to such tenant or person as afore- 
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said, at such time and in such manner as such court shall direct: 
Provided always, That until the landlord entitled to possession as afore- 
said shall tender the amount so awarded to the tenant or person as 
aforesaid, or shall pay the same into court, he shall not be entitled to 
obtain possession of such premises. J
